STATEMENT ESTABLISHING UNINTENTIONAL DELAY

Applicant respectfully requests revival of the subject patent pursuant to 37 C.F.R. §

Applicant, Applicant was not informed that the window for payment of the 1 x h year maintenance 
fee opened on December 14, 2007 and that Applicant had an obligation to pay a maintenance fee 
no later than December 14, 2008 with an additional surcharge. 

In searching the Internet, the Applicant discovered that the instant patent had gone 
abandoned. On October 22, 2010, current counsel Dickinson Wright PLLC was contacted by the 
Applicant and advised that a Notice of Allowance had been issued, the issue and publication fees 
paid, that the patent had issued but that the Vh year maintenance fee had not been paid and that 
the patent had been abandoned.
